Czar's Troops Sever Communication 
With Constantinople and Isolate 
Turkish Territory. 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


A Russian victory of importance in 
the war with Turkey is made known 
in a dispatch 
from Tiflis, Trans- 
Caucasia. 
A Russian army advanced 
from Batum, on the Black sea, into 
the Turkish 
territory 
cut off 
the 
I^rkish army's communication route 
to Constantinople and isolated large 
districts of Turkish territory. 


Today's report from the German 
war office say that several attempts 
of the Russians in the northeast to 
advance were repelled. 
Active op- 
erations in France are stilly confined 
principally to the strip of the front 
in the Champagne region. 


The French war ofiKces announce 
that a long stretch of German first 
Une positions is now under control 
r;f the allies but the Berlin military 
chiefs repeat their assertion that the 
French have been repulsed and com- 
pelled to . retire to their own posi- 
tions. 


At one point in the Vosges Berlin 
announces the Germans have made an 
advance of five miles in the last few 
days.

Tiflis, Tran8-Caucasia^, Ma;r|^ 
The 
Russian army' of t ^ Caueaitia» driving 
the Turkish forces before it, has reached 
the river Khaopachas, the estuary of 
the Tchoruk, in Armenia. 
This advance 
by the Russian cuts off supplies from 
Constantinople to the Turkish forces at 
the front. 


The isolated section includes the dis- 
tripts of Atdanuch, Ardahan, Olti and 
Sari Kamyss. 


The Russian forces advanced from 
Batum, on the Black sea near the Turk- 
ish border 
and 
were opposed by the 
Turks at every step. They were assist- 
ed by Russian warships, which cleared 
the shore of Turkish forces and cut off 
successively several avenues of Turkish 
communication, by sea until only the 
Khopa route remained. 


After a battle of three days this lost 
route was closed" effectively. 


PLAYING LOSING GAME. 


Bzitish .Observers See Teutonic Defeats 
In East 


London, March 3.—(1:28 p. m.)—^Ac- 
cording, to what appears to be the al- 
most unanimous opinion of British ob- 
seWers, Germany and Austria are play- 
ing a losing game along nearly all the 
eastern front. 
The situation in the 
Carpathians, judging from official and 
unofficial 
dispatches 
from 
Petro^ad, 
seems unsatisfactory to the Austrians, 
while the 
Russians, it is said, 
have 
definitely checked them in eastern Ga- 
licia. 
Furthermore London advices con- 
tinue to relate successes of greater or 
lesser degree for the Russian forces in 
Poland operating against the armies of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg. 


The allied fleet' again bombarded the 
Dardanelles forts yesterday according to 
dispatches from Athens, but the British 
press bureau has not confirmed this re- 
port.

Insurgents Seek to Qet the 
Members on Record for 
Economy Measures. 


STRATEaY GOES 


DOWN IN DEFEAT 


Indiana House and Senate 
Wrestling With Many 
Problems. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 3.—Efforts 
to 'place members on record in favor of 
so-called economy steps were made in 
insurgent moves of three house demo- 
crats—Mason. J. .Niblack, Dell Dragoo 
and Fred L. Feick—during: the session 
of the lower house today. 


Representaitive Niblack declaring he 
"wanted to test 
the 
sincerity of the 
democratic members in the stand for 
economy, lost in an effort to reduce the 
salary of the chief examiner of the state 
boards of accounts from $4,000 to $3,- 
500 a year, Avhich defeat was followed 
up by Feick and Dragoo trying unsuc- 
cessfully to get the latter's measure for 
reducing the state educational fund levy 
from 7 to 5 cents on the $100 and for 
cuttingr the cent and a half levy for the 
state sinking fund out of the ways and 
means committee report. 


Debate is Bitter. 


Acrimonious debate featured consid- 
eration of the two steps, while the vot- 
ing developed largely along party lines. 
Other business in the. legislature in- 
chided passage of three bills by the sen- 
ate and advancement of a large number 
of measures to the stage for passage by 
the house. 
Announcement was made 
that Governor Halston had signed 14 
bills, none of which is important, was 
made in thé house. 


The eiarlr new*

bill, which 
was made a caucus measure by the. homo 
democrats. Monday night, after it had 
beçn reported for ^ indefinite p<Mtpone- 
ment by the committee, was again re- 
ported on today bv -the printing com- 
mittee.

THEIR WlliOMEWIIltD 


First Train Load Reaches 
Geneva from French 
Hospitals. 


Geneva, Via Paris, March 3.—(11 a. 
m.)—The first train 
load 
of maimed 
German prisoners of war Mhich are t>> 
be exchanged for wounded French sol- 
diers, arrived here from Lyons, home- 
ward bound, at 9:15 o'clock last niirht. 
The train, pulled slowly into the station 
between lines of Swiss troops. The cars 
were immediately boarded by Red Cross 
nurses in their uniforms of wliite, with 
stripes of orange, -with chocolate and 
other delicacies for the siiflferers. reliev- 
ing their French co-workers of the re- 
sponsibility of caring for the passen- 
gers. 


Swiss 
government 
physicians 
went 
rapidly througli the train, but found that 
none of the 240 Germans aboard re- 
quired medical attention. 
All of thera 
seemed cheerful and contented. 
They 
accepted gratefiilly the' gifts showered 
upon them. 
There was no demonstra- 
tion, as the public was excluded from 
the station Avhile the special was there. 
Most of the Germans had been crippled 
by the loss of a leg or an arm and many 
of them had lost two limbs. 


Most of them were smoking cigarettes 
and all were making the best of their 
misfortunes. 
They paid tribute to the 
kind treatment they had received In 
French hospitals, but all declared they 
would be glad to reach home. 
After a 
long stop the train 
left 
for Schaeff- 
hausen, at the 
northernmost point in 
Switzerland, where it will pass the train 
carrying incapacitated French prisoners 
on their way home.

Washington dispatches tell us that the state depart 
ment officials are exceedingly apprehensive lest serious 
international complications follov^ the declaration bj' 
Grreat Britain and France of what amounts to a blockade 
of German ports. While laying no claims whatever to 
diplomatic finesse and admitting a woeful unfamiliarity 
with international law and custom that might be applic- 
able to the ease, the average home-made diplomat "over 
the country will be inclined to the opinion that such 
blockade would be the veiy thing to relieve the adminis 
tration of the bulk of its war worries. 
Instead of 
hindrance, it may prove a positive benefit to Uncle Sam 
. It is altogether probable that with the vast sea fleets 
at their command the allies can enforce such blockade 
within the meaning of international law if there is any 
respect left for such law. Neither Gennany nor the al- 
lies, were the case reversed, can expect or demand tha 
the United States become a blockade rmmer. 
What 
then? Well, Uncle Sam can simply respect Geimany's 
war zone," as w^ell as the allies' blockade and trade with 
Ruéh porte as he can trade witli safely. What other policy 
can he pursue! What other could any one reasonably ask 
liim to pursue 


7 It is true that the proposed blockade would militate 
against Gemíany, Austria and Turkey, but that is merely 
an advantage possessed by the allies Avithout the slightest 
reflection upon Uncle Sam's impartiality and honor as a 
iifeutral. He in no wise contributed to such condition. 
¿Q is not at all responsible for any advantage that one of 
these fighters may have over another. His worries have 
largely resulted because individuals have undertaken to 
favor one side or another, and if the Avarring foes have 
. ñxed it so that such undertakings Avill be fatal, the United 
StateS; may congratulate itself on'being reUeved of anxi- 
eties. To be sure, American trade may not be able to 
longer pursuie the dollars in certain territory that it,,has 
i^ecently found to be very profitable on account of the 
vVar situation. But in that case Uncle Sam will merely 
have to add that his other hurts that are in no sense due to 
his weakness as a diplomat, a Jiumanitarian or a neutral. 
There may, after all, be ,not so much new danger as posi- 
. tiyé relief from a delicate situation in the new order of 
things. 


The nipping by the New York police of the anarchist 
plot to stage a regime of murder and loot and destruction 
is, of course, extremely fortunate, and doubtless averted 
a reign of ten-or that would have been frightful during 
its. existence. .Happy as has been the outcome, however, 
it would have been infinitely better if th^e spirit that ani- 
mates and inspires outbreaks of this character could.be 
effectually throttled before it is permitted to hatch its 
plots. We have already a good deal too much of some va- 
rieties of ^'personal libei'ty" in this country, and top lit- 
tle respect for law and order.

Indianapolis, March ."i.—The Maston 
Avoman suffrage bill, which the house 
committee on judiciary A has had in 
its possession for about ten days, was 
not considered at a meeting of the coni- 
fflittee last night. 


Abiding by the decision reached by 
the joint democratic caucus the senate 
yesterday passed the senatorial appor- 
tionment bill by a vote of 35 to 1 with- 
out a single hitch in the pre-arranged 
action. 
In the house the regular ap- 
propriation bill, providing appro.ximate- 
ly $2,300,000. was ^fi^i to the governor 
after the amendments tacked on by tho 
senatii had been concurred in.

pension bill, which passed by a vote of 
56 to 35. 


During the day nine measures were 
passed in the senate, four of which had

gently on the bill. Tlie motion to post- 
pone was lost by a straight party vote.

Cover 
the mold with a greased paper, and set 
in a pan of warm water covering one- 
half the mold. Placc in moderate oven 
for thirty minutes, and do not let the 
water boil.

Interesting Legal Issue is 
Raised as to Paving 
State Street. 


Can . the state of Indiana be regarded 
as a resident property owner in the city 
of Fort' Wayne .within the meaning of 
the law that defines the rights of prop- 
erty oAATiers to determine the choice of 
material for street paving? 
Tliat is 
a legal question that in due time will 
arise to plague the board of wor^swhen 
material for paving State street must 
be selected. Under the Indiana law on- 
ly property owners who are resident on 
a street that is to Jie paved have a voice 
in choosing material. 
The trustees for 
the Indiana School for Feeble Minded 
Youth in Fort Wayne, which 
institu- 
tion's grounds h^ve a frontage of 1.700 
feet on State street, will probably in 
sist on having a voice in selecting the 
kind of material for that thoroughfare 
and the legal status of the state in this 
regard will have to be determined. The 
state has hy far the largest frontage 
of any property owner on that street. 


The board of works -Wednesday re- 
ceived very positive assur.ance that the 
bill to appropriate, money for.the use 
of the trustees of the school for feeble- 
minded to pay for Indiana's share of 
paving State street from the St.. Joe 
river to Florida Drive will be passed 
by the legislature and it therefore is 
definitely established that that thorough- 
fare M'iil be included in the year's pav- 
ing program. Tlie bill carries $8,000, of 
which the greater part will be for street 
paving, 
and the balance will be used 
to construct a sidewalk, along the state 
school grounds on State street.

August W. G oers, for nineteen vears 
superintendent of parks in Fort Wayne 
and recently compelled to retire be- 
cause of his infirmities, has filed with 
the board of park commissioners his 
final report. It follows: 


"To the honorable Board of Park 
Commissioners: 


Gentlemen, herewith I am sending you 
my last official report. 
It causes me 
to look back to Jime 6th, 1896, when 
I was first appointed • park superinten- 
dent by the • Honorable Mayor H. P. 
Scherer. 
At that time our parks con- 
sisted of small areas and they were in 
an undeveloped state. 
I labored hard 
and conscientiously with them. As our 
city began to grow and its population 
to increase it was necessary to increase 
TO 
BE and develop our park area to provide 
healthful breathing and recreation places 
for our citizens and their children. To- 
day we have a park system which is 
second to none in the state. 


During my early years of employ- 
ment in the park department my right 
limb was injured and giibsequently it 
was necessary to have it amputated. 
After about a year's confinement, I 
Bupplied myself with an artificial limb 
and again took up active duties. 
It 
was my aina to always work faithfully 
and the result of this endeavor is best 
eho\\'n by the present flourishing condi- 
tions of our parks.. 


"Our boulevards are at present in a 
state of development. 
This feature of 
the park board's work can not be too 
strongly emphasized. The lands through 
which these boulevards are to pass at 
present consists mostly of unimproved 
propertj', but within a few years nu- 
merous buildings no doubt will be erect- 
ed upon the lands to be acquired which 
will make the completion of the boule- 
vards 
more 
costly, 
therefore 
there 
should be no delay in this work. 


Tt is indeed a credit to Eort Wayne 
to be fortunate enough to secure the 
services of . men of such high , calibre 
as the present members of the park 
board. 
Each 
member 
in 
his 
own 
special line of work has been »'pro- 
noimced success, and it requires talent 
of this nature to work out our city's 
great problem«. 


"I wish to express my hearty appro- 
val of the proposed change in the su- 
^rintendency which my infirmities have 
demanded. In appointing Mr. Getz as 
superintendent to succeed me the po- 
sition will be placed 
in capable 
and 
deserving hands and i I feel that Mr. 
Carl J. Getz is truly worthy of the 
responsibilities to be placed upon him. 


In closing I wish to; thank the board 
in general and President Foster in par- 
ticuhir for the. many kind considera- 
tions given me while I was active as 
superintendent of our parks. And so, 
gentlemen, it is with extreme, gratitude 
that I submit this, my list report to 
you.

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Exciting Boxing Bouts Are 
Staged by British While 
in Camp. 


New York, March 3.—Boxing bo"ut8 are 
staged in the trenches and camps of the 
British soldiers between battles with their 
German foes in Belgium and 
northerti 
France. 


Thè English during the past few years 
have become very fond of the mitt game, 
and when the call to arms forced the fight 
fang to forsake their home towns where 
boxing matches were staged, it was a 
severe blow to them. 
They went to the 
front because their country called—but 
they didn't forget their lové for boxing. 


Many of the recent letters from the 
front written by the English soldiers tell 
of boxing bouts staged among the Enjf- 
li.-3h regiments durfng lulls In the death 
grapple of the Germans and the allied 
armies. 
Elimination battles are staged 
first and then the championship battle 
follows. 


Here is an extract from a letter written 
by Private S. C. Tiddy, of the second sec- 
tion of the First cavalry division, and 
which appeared a few weeks ago in the 
London Daily Chronicle: 


"Last night a boxing contest was held 
(name of place deleted by censor and the 
words 'somewhere in France' substituted) 
by members Of our column and some good 
contests were decided. 


"The organizer of the meeting. Private 
Jones, A. S. C., is himself altioxer of 
note in the north of England, having won 
84 prizes. He claims the title of 9st. 61b. 
champion of the north. 


"The principal event was a contest for 
the 9st. 61b. championship of the column, 
which was won by Private PorUock after 
fighting his way through several hard 
rounds. 
Private Portlock has a nasty 
swing With his right, which when It 'gets 
home,' must be rather like stopping a 
'coalbox,' only, fortunately, there is no 
explosion. 


"Pretty exhibitions of sparring were 
given by §crgeant Hodgkinson and Pri-

and protests are expected also from Hol- 
land and the

"TV* tbe northwest of Ville-su-rLourbe 
German troops occupied 2.50 yards of 
trenches. French advance« in the forest 
of Consenvoie and near Ailley and Apre 
mont have been easily repulsed. Attacks 
made by our troops to tlie northeast of 
Badenrillers ngsin resulted in our get- 
ting possession of considerable terri- 
tory. 
The German front to the north 
east of Celles has advanced during the 
lasl» few days a distance of mght kilo- 
meters (five miles). 
The French ha.ve 
made vaiu Attempts to recover their 
losses of recent days. 


"Xear Grodno in Russian Poland, the 
situation remains imchanged.

/s It Danger or Relief? 


Washington dispatches toll us that the state depart- 


ment officials are exceedingly apprehensive lest serious 
international complications. follow the declaration by 
'Great Britain and France of what amounts to a blockade 
of German ports. While laying no claims -whatever _to 
diplomatic finesse and admitting a -woeful unfamiliarity 
with international law and custom that might be applic-, 
able to the case, the average home-made diplomat over 
the country will be inclined to the opinion that such 
blockade would be the very thing to relieve the adminis- 
tration of the bulk of its' war Avorries. 
Instead of a 


hindrance, it may prove a positive benefit to Uncle Sam. 


It is altogether probable that with the vast sea fleets 


at their command the allies can enforce such blockade 
within the meaning of international law if there is any 
respect left for such law. Neither Germany nor the al- 
lies, were the case reversed, can expect or demand that 
the United States become a blockade runner. What 
then? Well, Uncle Sam can simply respect Germany's 
"war zone," as well as the allies1 blockade and trade writh 
such, ports'as he can trade with -safely. What other policy 
can he pursue? What other could any one reasonably ask 
aim .to pursue 9 • 


It-is true that the proposed blockade would militate 


against Germany, Austria and Turkey, but that is merely 
an advantage possessed by the allies without the slightest 
reflection upon Uncle Sam's impartiality and honor as a 
neutral. He in no wise contributed to such condition. 
He'is not at all responsible for any advantage that one of 
these fighters-may have over another. • His worries have 
largely 3-esnlted because individuals have undertaken to 
Favor one side or another, and if the warring foes have 
fixed it so that such undertakings will be fatal, the United 
States may congratulate itself on being relieved of anxi- 
eties. To- be sure, American trade may not be able to 
'.onger pursue the dollars in certain territory that it has 
recently found to he very profitable on account of the 
war situation. But jn thai; case Uurlo Ham -will merely 
have to add that his other hurts that are in. no sense due to 
his weakness as a diplomat, a humanitarian or a neutral. 
There may, after all, be not so much, new danger as posi- 
tive relief from a delicate situation in the new order of 
things.-

lenten days. 


Fish pudding—One pound 
or

boiled halibut, one-half cupful of cream 
or milk, one and a. half tablespoonsful 
of butter, one-half tablespoonful of 
flour, one and a half teaspoonsful salt, 
one-fourth teaspoonful pepper, one-half 
teaepoonful onion juice, two eggs. 


Pound the fish in a mortar until it 


is thoroughly 
mushed, then 
rub it 


': through a puree sieve; season tha fish 
'pulp with salt, pepper, and onion juice. 
Put the butter into a saucepan; when 
melted add the flour and cook for a few

Cover 
the mold with a greased paper, :uid set 
in a pan of warm water covering one- 
half thu mold. Place in moderate oven 
for thirty minutes, and do not let the 
water boil.

August W. Goers, for nineteen vcars 
uperintendent of parks in Fort Wayne 
and recently compelled to retire be- 
ausc of his infirmities, has filed with 
:he board of park commissioners his 
final report. It follows: 


"To the honorable Board of Park 


Commissioners: 


Gentlemen, herewith I am scndine you 


my last- official report.' It' causes me 
to look back to June Oth, 1890, when 


was first appointed park superinten- 


dent by the'Honorable'Mayor H. P. 
Scherer. At that time our parks.con- 
sisted of small areas and they were in 
an undeveloped state. I labored hard 
and conscientiously with them. As our 
city began to grow and its population 
to incrcapn it was necessary to increase 
and develop 'our park area to provide 
healthful breathing and recreation places 
for our citizens and their children. To- 
day we have a park system, which is 
second to none in the state. 


"During my early years of employ- 


ment in the park department my right 
', limb was injured and . subsequently it 
' was necessary; to ...have.. it. amputated. 
After about a year's confinement, I 
supplied myself with an. artificial • limb 
and again took up activo- duties. 
It 


was my aim to always, work .faithfully 
and the result of this endeavor is best 
ihpwn by tho. present flourishing condi- 
tions of pur parks. 


"Our boulevards nre at present in a 


state of development. This feature of 
the park board's work. can not. be too 
strongly emphasized. The lands through 
which these boulevards are to pass at 
present consists mostly of unimproved 
property, but within a few. years nu- 
merous buildings no doubt will be erect- 
ed upon the lands to be acquired which 
will make the completion of.the boule- 
vards 
more 
costly., .therefore 
there 


should be no delay in .this .work. 


"It is indeed a credit, to .Fort .Wayne 


to be fortunate enough to secure the 
services of men .of. such- hijih .calibre 
as the present members of the park 
board. 
Each 
member 
in 
his 
own 


special .line, of work has. been .a pro- 
nounced- success, and it requires talent 
of this nature to .work, .out our city's 
great problems.

British soldiers between battles with their 
German fn'S In Belgium and northern 
France. 


The Knglish during the past few years 


have become very fond of the mitt game, 
and when the call to arms forced th« fight 
fans to forsake their homu towns where 
boxing matches were staged, it wa» a 
severe blow to them. They went to the 
front because their country called—but 
they didn't forget their love for boxing. 


Many of the recent letters from thi 


front written by the English soldiers tell 
of boxing bouts staged among tho JEng- 
llsh re.gimcnts during lulls In the death 
grapple of the Germans and the allied 
armies. 
Elimination battles are staged 


llrst and then the championship battle 
follows. 


Here Is an extract from a letter written 


by Private S. C. Tlddy, of the second sec- 
tion of tho First cavalry division, and 
which appeared a few weeks ago In th* 
London Dally Chronicle: 


"Last night a boxing contest was held 


(name of place deleted by censor and the 
words 'somewhere in France' substituted) 
by members of our column and some good 
contests were decided.

While not absolutely prohibiting the 


sale of'opiates, and seemingly providing 
only a registration tax, the new law, it- 
is asserted, makes the risk of illega" 
sales so great as to constitute a barrier 
to "dope fiends."
